Another new postal Diplomacy game is now being 
organized in Graustark, at a game fee of $35. (For Canadian and Mexican 
addresses the game fee is $50, and for other foreign addresses it is $100, 
or 75 euros in cash. ) This game fee includes a subscription to Graustark 

for as long as the game lasts, whether or not you are eliminated. With - . 

your game fee send in a list of the countries you'd like to play, in your A Appears " 
order of preference, and I' 11 try to put you as close to the top of that. 
list as I can. If you do not already have the postal rules for Diplomacy/ 
which were last published in Graustark #749, let me know when you send in 
your game fee, and I' 11 send you a copy. 

Graustark subscriptions for non-players are 10 issues for $15 for 
U. S. addresses, and $40 or 30 euros for others. Back issues as available # 2152 
are 10 issues for $5 for U. S. addresses. To foreign addresses, back 
issues have the same price as for foreign subscriptions. Players who phone in their 
moves should call me at 718-693-1579. 

I want to again remind players that the U. S. Postal "Service" is not capable of 
reliably getting mail here in less than a week. Please take this into account in 
sending in your moves. I f , a few times, your moves have arriyed here by mail in less 
than a week, do not assume that this will always be the case. 

Graustark readers who are interested in postal games which don't run here, are 
invited to write to the publishers of 'zines with which I trade, and ask what game 
openings they have. For their addresses, see all the readers indicated by "(T)" for 
"trade" in "The Graustark Directory" in this issue. Several of these publishers run a 
widé variety of postal games. 

This issue is short, and a little late, because I am trying to keep the weekend of 
Saturday 4 April free from publishing. On that date we will be attending the wedding of 
our oldest grandson in Connecticut. His bride's family wants a formal ceremony with all 
the trimmings, so I have already been measured for a rented tuxedo, an item of clothing 
which I regard as excessively and unnecessarily formal. This is quite a contrast from 
our own wedding, which took place 46 years ago in street clothes in the offices of a 
city clerk whosa indictment came down shortly afterwards.

Since 
there were also rate increases in May 2007 and May 2008, apparently this is now going to 
be an annual event. 

Needless to say, the U. S. Postal "Service" has announced only the new one-ounce 
rate for "small envelopes". This will apparently be 44c. As soon as I can find a 
complete set of the new rates, I will publish them in Graustark.

Pope Benedict XVI has recently created a problem for himself and his church by 
lifting the excommunication of a Bishop Williamson who made himself notorious by denying 
that the Nazis attempted to exterminate Europe's Jews. And he also promoted to the 
position of Auxiliary Bishop of Linz an Austrian cleric named Gerhard Maria Wagner, who 
"described J. K. Rowling's popular Harry Potter novels as 'satanism' and warned against 
the magical spells and formulas used in the novels." (New York Daily News, 1 February 
2009) And, commenting on the damage Hurricane Katrina did to New Orleans, Wagner 
commented "It's no coincidence that in New Orleans all five abortion clinics as well as 
nightclubs were destroyed. Is the noticeable rise in natural disasters a consequence of 
environmental pollution or rather of spiritual pollution?"

I have recently received a trade copy of Alex Richardson's postal gaming 'zine 
Obsidian. It is published in an unusual format, which I would reckon has the effect of 
lowering his postal rates. Considering that international postal rates have reached 
particularly high amounts, this is a good idea. Obsidian runs postal games of 
Diplomacy, Civilization, and several other games. Richardson's address is on p. 5 of 
this issue of Graustark. 

The desperation of President Obama's Republican opponents may be illustrated by 
the fact that they are calling his programs "Socialism". Actually, once you grant that 
people without children should pay taxes to support public schools, you have admitted 
the basic principle of Socialism. The only guestion then is, how far will you apply it? 

These considerations were emphasized by the commentary about the recent death of 
Paul Harvey (1918-2009), the Rush Limbaugh of his generation. I heard his commentary 
from time to time during the 1940s, but was unimpressed by it. He also wrote books, 
which the obituaries did not ment ion. One of them y Autuwn of Liberty, claimed that 
oppressive measures taken by liberal Democratic administrations were gradually 
destroying America 's traditiofi of individual liberty. 

The next few years showéd the exact opposite of Harvey' s claim. Various Supreme 
Court decisions, including school desegregatibn, the Ci vil Rights and Voting Rights 
Zvcts, and the abandonment of the military draft, greatly expanded individual liberty.
